The regional OPA office has some tips for shoppers to help them 
get the most for their point stamps. Here they are: 


1. Keep informed about current point values. These will be the 
same in every store in the country. The grocer will display the 
official list of point values, but the best way to apportion your 
points is to make ‘up your shopping list from a point value list kept 
at home for this purpose. As supply and demand fluctuate, point 
values may be changed, so it is important that the home list be 
kept up to date. Any changes in point values will be announced 
in The Constitution. Changes in prices, however, will not affect 
point values.

“Work or Fight” 


The House Naval Committee has approved 
a bill which would require officers at Navy 
yards and stations to inform draft boards the 
number of days any male worker is absent from 
his job without prior authorization. 

The bill is aimed at the serious ‘evil of 
“absenteeism,” and has as its ultimate purpose 
the removal of the names of workers guilty of 
thus betraying their nation, by ‘unnecessary 
absences from their posts, from the deferment 
lists for the draft. 

Undoubtedly absenteeism is an exceedingly 
ugly thing. It causes a far greater loss in war

Tokyo, in a radio broadcast addressed to 
its own people, and picked up by our own 
radio monitors, recently made the flat state- 
ment that “a mortal attack on the mainland 


of Japan” is imminent. 

This, of course, could be merely the use of 
alarmist propaganda to frighten the Japanese 
population into more intense training for civil- 
ian defense against air raids. 

On the other hand, there are many indica- 
tions that the fear voiced by Tokyo is well 
founded. 

There has been, since the Japanese evacua- 
tion of Guadalcanal, an ominous quietude by 
our forces in the Pacific. For several weeks 
past practically the only war activity reported 
in bulletins from General MacArthur’s head- 
quarters has been air attacks against various 
Japanese bases. From Burma, where Wavell’s 
British troops have advanced at least part- 
way to Akyab, there has been a Similar, and 
equally strange, lack of definite reports. 

We have acknowledged that our policy, in 
so far as the marine side of the conflict goes, 
is one of attrition, the wearing down of Japa- 
nese shipping capacity, faster than she can 
possibly replace her losses. 

But, there are strong possibilities that, in 
the air, we shall soon be ready to drive the 
attack home directly against the Japanese 
mainland. 

President Roosevelt has said we shall not 
content ourselves with the slow, inching for- 
ward type of campaign which calls for the 
taking of Japanese island outposts, one by one. 
There are many roads to Tokyo, he has de- 
clared, adding that we shall use them all. 

There is one road, open and tempting. That 
is the road by air, the bomber route from air- 
fields in China, direct to Tokyo and the Japa- 
nese industrial cities. 
| Today we do not depend upon ocean ship- 
ping to send our bombers anywhere on earth. 
They are delivered to the battlefronts under 
their own power. It is not a difficult feat to 
transport bombers to Free China by way of 
ur own outposts in the Aleutians. And it has 
been reported there are at least 17 new air 
fields, ready for our use, either completed or 
near completion, in China.

Below the Surface 

Recent war reports have emphasized the 
activities of enemy submarines. Winston 
Churchill warned that this phase of conflict 
held the greatest ‘menace to the United Nations 
of them all. 

This week Americans were told of the loss 
of two passenger-cargo vessels in the North 
Atlantic, with the attendant deaths of 850 
American Army officers and men, Naval and 
Coast Guard personnel. 

On Wednesday we learned that an American 
merchant vessel had sunk an enemy submarine 
in the Pacific, by the heroism and accuracy of 
its gun crew. And of another enemy under- 
water boat destroyed by one of our destroyers 
in the Atlantic. 

There is no doubt the submarine peril is 
grave. It is probable Germany is still building 
the U-boats faster than we can destroy them. 
That sinkings for the past month’ or two have 
been lighter than previously must not be taken 
as indication that we are conquering the 
menace. It is probable that weather conditions 
or the need of refueling and outfitting in 
home ports have handicapped the enemy. We 
may expect a recurrence of more frequent 
Sinkings at any time. 

As Secretary of the Navy Knox told report- 
ers at a press conference this week, our Navy, 
in co-operation with the British and other 
United Nations forces, is doing everything it 
knows to combat the submarines. Naturally 
it is not announcing all its successes. But it 
is not minimizing the danger, either. 

The surest way to overcome the below seas 
foe is by rapid construction of new destroyers 
and other escort vessels. 

But, despite the submarines, the convoys 
will continue to go through. There will be 
heavy losses beyond a doubt. Casualties will 
mount. But the ocean lanes will be kept open, 
there will be no lessening of heroism by the 
men who dare the dangers of the wartime seas 
that the ships may get through.

Only in Tunisia is there any marked evidence of the vaunted 
Luftwaffe. The best available estimates place the number of Ger- 
man planes of all types operating in the North African zone at 
approximately 3,000. Most of them are based in Sicily or on 
advanced airfields in the actual battle area. 


STRENGTH GONE? But this, combined with estimates of 

the size of the force operating in France, 
Norway, the Low. Countries, and Russia, does not account for the 
strength of the Goering air force as it was appraised a year or 
SO ago. 

At the outbreak of the war the Germans were believed to have 
a reserve strength of between 30,000 and 40,000 planes. Their 
production capacity was computed to be well above a figure of 3,000 
monthly. Since 1940, when the war started in earnest, their losses 
have not been sufficient to make any appreciable dent in their 
plane reserves. 

And yet there is unmistakable evidence of the German air force 
wasting away. Neither in Russia nor in England has it played the 
part it was expected to play. Bombing attacks on the British Isles, 
of course, have practically ceased to exist for the past year and a 
half. There hasn’t been a first-class air raid on England during 
that time, despite the fact the British have been making some of 
the greatest air assaults in history. 

We know, too, that at the beginning 


SHUTTLING PILOTS 
of our African invasion we shot down 


planes in Algiers that had been flown direct from Stalingrad, 
whereas a few weeks later the Russians brought down pilots at 
Stalingrad who had been flown back from Tunisia. 

This shuttling over a thousand-mile front indicated a pinch of 
serious proportions. Some shortage along the line must have made 
this necessary. 

The story has previously been told of the theory developed by 
the Russians. After interviewing many of the German pilots 
brought down in the present winter offensive, they attribute the 
falling off in Nazi air activity to a fuel shortage in Germany. The 
Germans, they say, had to reduce fuel consumption somewhere 
along the line and cut their pilot training program, with the result 
that today they find themselves without enough pilots to man the 
planes held in reserve. 

Reports from the same sources that the Russians have shot 
down German pilots who had been sent into combat with no more 
than 40 or 50 hours’ training tends to substantiate this theory. 


MAY BE RETOOLING Some competent military observers, 
among them Captain Eddie Ricken- 
backer, have suggested that the Germans may be retooling their 
aircraft plants for newer and more efficient types of plane. 
Others think that Hitler may have found himself in such a pinch 
from the Russian fighting of the past year and more that he is 
having to conserve his remaining strength for the new second-front 
offensive which he knows we and the British are prepared to open 
some time this year. 
He may have felt compelled to regroup his air strength on a 
definite defensive basis, to prevent us from breaking into his Euro- 
pean fortress. With the exception of Tunisia, the German air force

communist doctrines

No nation which believes in savings accounts, in buying and 
owning a small home, in owning a car, will ever go communistic. 
It isn’t the nature of our people. 

Also, it is well to remember that no nation has ever gone 
communistic but Russia, and that that country accepted that form 
of government and its people are willing to die for it only because 
it gave them more hope and liberty and opportunity than the old 
Tsaristic government.

Thousands more 
died in Stalingrad’s defense. Starvation, in conquered areas, took 
a toll in other sections. 

The Russians have lost an estimated 10,000,000 soldiers killed 
and wounded, 

That is almost one-thirtieth of the population of this country. 
It is a staggering loss. And the end is not yet. 

Russia will have much to rebuild in people and in material 
when the war is done 

No one-—-not even the Russians—may say what their destiny 
will be. : 

On the other side, there will be great gratitude toward Russia, 
as well as to this country, for the victory which we must all join 
in winning. Russia will be stronger in good will than ever before. 

But to say that the world faces a flood of communism when 
the war ends is to speak falsely. 

Communism cannot enter a nation and break down its gove 
ernment if that government serves the needs of its people.

Without Straw If They 
Haven't Any Clay

The administration’s instructions to the farmer, and the : 
visions made for his benefit, are quite simple and easy to undere 
stand when reduced to every-day language. 

The farmer must raise more food. Soldiers are eating more than 
they ate as civilians; town workers earning wartime wages are 
eating more; we are sending food to our Allies and losing ship~ 
loads of it at sea; and the government is building up a great reserve 
for emergency. 

Last year, by working very hard and being lucky in the matter 
*of weather, the farmer raised more than ever before, but this year 
he must produce even more. (Drouth or continual rains could 
change the history of the world). 

Since most of the farmer’s helpers have been drafted or enticed 
into war plants by higher wages, he must depend more upon mae 
chinery. This applies to the sections where farms are big and level, 
for machines won’t work on rocky hillsides or short-row terraces. 
And there are no machines to gather eggs, climb trees or squat 
between rows and use their fingers. Anyway, the farmer can’t get 
machines, for the metal is needed for ships and weapons 

The farmer could get more help if he would pay factory wages, 
but he can't. He is not permitted to set the price of his product to 
include the cost of labor, as every other business in the world does, 
for food prices must be kept low. Industrialists and town workers 
are paid more money to encourage them to produce, but if the 
farmer is paid more it would cause inflation. 

Young men still on the farm can escape the draft, as some 
workers in town do, by producing enough to be “necessary.” Each 
must qualify for deferment by conforming to an arbitrary unit 
system—the units meaning that he tends so many acres of grain or 
milks so many cows or keeps so many hens or something like that. 
To do enough work to earn enough units to remain on the farm, he 
must work about 12 hours a day, seven days a week, or a little 
over twice as much as is required of a factory worker. 

The farmer, we are told, is making money. This means, when 
his rent or the interest on his investment is deducted, that he and 
his family, working from dark to dark, earn as much as one factory 
worker, , 

But that isn’t the rub. With the best will in the world, he 
can’t produce more food unless he gets more help, and gets it 
before plowing time.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday.—I forgot to tell you that on Mon- 
day evening I drove around with Commissioner Mason to see the 
extent and success of a practice blackout.

I junched today with Vice President and Mrs. Wallace to meet 
the wives of the Central and South American representatives in 
Washington. They are a charming and very agreeable group of 
women. I was deeply interested when Secretary Morgenthau told 
us all about Cuba’s associations for health and certain types of 
education. Some of the old Spanish families founded these asso- 
ciations. 

For a monthly payment of $2.50 a man and his family gets 
complete care and any kind of operation that is necessary and 
hospitilization as long as is required for any illness. In addition, 
these associatiohs carry on classes for the benefit of girls who wish 
to fit themselves for some particular kind of work, especially in 
cultural things such as the drama, music and dancing. There is 
quite a little colony of Cubans who have settled in Tampa, Fila., 
and who have established a small association of this same type.

That, in a nutshell, is the reason | 
for preflight training. The pro-| 
gram has taken some heavy blows | 
within the Navy, but it is sitting | 
pretty right now. A new school | 
has been added to the ones already | 
set up at Iowa, Georgia, North 
Carolina and St. Mary’s, of Cali- 
fornia. The ncw one is at Del 
Monte, in California, and soon 
will be getting thousands of young. 
men physically and mentally | 
| ready for their Navy flying | 
courses elsewhere. 

The criticism that has been aim- 
ed at the preflight theory was di- 


| rected mainly at the varsity foot- 


ball teams which played in big 
time college competition last sea- 
son. The truth is that these teams 
represented only a small part of 
the intensive physical training at 
the schools. 

WANTED ADVERTISEMENT. 


Commander Tom Hamilton, 
head of the progragn, says that the 
main role of these teams was to 
interest young men in enlisting in 
the program which they did and 
are doing in wholesale lots. The 
secondary aim of the clubs was to 
make enough money to buy sports 
equipment for the entire program. 

The hyphenation “preflight” has 
become such an intrinsic part of 
the Navy and of civilian conver- 
sation that it seems incredible that 


it is only a little more than a year 
‘old. The theory that competitive 


sports breeds real fighters began 
with one man, spread to three 
more—and now has_ produced 
nearly 10,000 embryo aerial fight- 
ers, and a faculty of more than 
1,000 outstanding coaches and 
trainers. 

The Navy’s confidence in the 
theory can be shown by this fact: 
It is enlarging the program despite 
the fact that the first graduates 
of preflight schools will not even 
get their flying wings until May. 
The admirals who backed this 
struggling and harried young 
branch of the service have talked 
to enough men, back from the 
fighting seafronts, to know that 
Hamilton is on the right track 
when he teaches that competitive, 
body-contact sports of all kinds 
weed out weaklings in advance 
and save the Navy time, money 
and equipment. 


ADMIRALS CONVINCED. 

In fact the admirals are so con- 
vinced in advance that Navy fliers 
who have had this kind of physi- 
cal training will make _ superior 
aerial fighters that sailor-students 
now being parcelled out to various 
colleges for schooling will be al- 
lowed to engage in varsity ath- 
letics. 

The decision to permit athletics 
came on the heels of the Army’s 
order that its soldier-students may 
not compete on the teams of col- 
leges where they attend. The 
Navy’s decision was reached—per- 
haps incidentally —when Com- 
mander Gene Tunney, who be- 
lieves along with other Navy men 
that salisthenics should be stressed 
more than team and competitive 
sports, was not in Washington. 

Pre-flight training did not origi- 
nate with Commander Hamilton. 
It is the brainchild of Captain Ar- 
thur W. Radford, a Navy flying 
officer for 20 years. Radford long 
felt that the efficiency of Navy 
fliers would be increased if they 
had more chance to engage in 
sports; indeed, that there should 
be some kind of screening process

On December 1, .941, Radford 
was made head of the Navy’s avia- 
tion training division. A week | 
later we were in the war, and/'| 
reports coming in from the fight- 
ing fronts made Radford certain 
he was right.

Many famed coaches | 
were rejected because of physical | 
failings, but the Navy wound up 
with some of the greatest figures 
in the coaching world.
